"Will  Italy  Go  Communist?" 


I*  one  of  the  country’s  leading 
newspapers  there  was  aa  article 
with  this  title,  “Italy  is  going  com¬ 
munist.”  This  article  to  written 
by  a  reputable  commentator  and 
author,  ^pme  have  believed  tor  a 
long  time  that  the  only  thing  that 
would  keep  Italy  from  going  com¬ 
munist  was  American  money.  This 
has  kept  Italy  out  of  communism 
up  to  the  present  time. 

One  of  the  alarming  things  about 
this  article  is  placing  the  United 
States  and  the  Vatican  a*  allies 
against  communism.  For  instance, 
in  the  headlines  this  statement  is 
made,  “The  Reds  are  boxing  in 
the  Vatican  and  the  U.  S.”  Why 
identify  the  United  States  with  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church?  In  to*  ar¬ 
ticle  yon  find  this  statement,  “In 
Italy  our  tw*  main  reliances 


against  the  red  disaster  have  bee* 
American  aid  and  the  Catholic 
Church.  They  are  bulwarks  n# 
longer.”  The  Catholic  Church  has 
not  been  a  bulwark  against  com¬ 
munism  since  the  war.  Without 
American  money  Italy  would  hav* 
already  become  communist.  Th* 
majority  of  the  citizens  of  th* 
United  States  do  not  want  their 
country  identified  with  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  in  any  way.  We 
are  just  as  opposed  to  the  political 
set  up  in  Italy  under  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  as  we  are  the  com¬ 
munist  set  up  in  Russia.  Th* 
Italian  people  seem  to  feel  th* 
same  way  about  their  country. 

Another  question  that  puzzles 
some.  Italy  is  95  percent  Roman 
Catholic.

Concern  for  tha  Christian  training  <4 
•nr  youth  ia  far  more  than  a  matter 
a f  lavender  and  old  lae*.  It  ia  impoo- 
•ible  (e  exaggerate  its  enormous  im¬ 
portance.  Those  who  prepare  Christian 
education  materials,  aa  wall  as  thoae 
who  teach,  have  their  reeponsibilitien 
intensified  by  the  mounting  influencen 
of  evil  surging  around  youth. 

It  is  no  secret  that  in  our  third  largeet 
eity,  at  this  writing,  police  are  stationed 
Inside  and  outside  seven  af  the  city’s 
high  schools.  Would  it  be  shocking  to 
know  thst  today  90  per  cent  of  high 
school  students  drink?  Under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Dr.  Matthew  H.  Chappell,  af 
Hofstra  College,  a  $10,000  survey  of  29,00# 
high  school  students  in  Nassau  County, 
M  V..  shows  that  90  per  cent  drink.  What 
Is  alarming  by  comparison  is  the  fact 
that  a  Yale  University  survey  reveals 
that  only  74  per  cent  of  college  students 
drink  Are  liquor  advertisers  winning 
ever  the  more  impressionable  junior 
teen  agers? 

When  a  Philadelphia  judge  confronted 
twenty-seven  teen-age  couples  (agee 
fourteen  nineteen)  in  hie  courtroom,  be 
demanded  to  know  where  their  parent! 
were  These  teen-agers  had  been  ar¬ 
rested  in  a  rowdy  danee  hall  where 
Intoxicating  liquors  were  being  served. 
The  youngsters  reported  that  their 
parents  knew  of  their  arrest,  but  didn’t 
eare  Said  the  judge,  "I  can  under¬ 
stand  why  these  kids  don’t  care,  be¬ 
cause  their  parents  don’t  care  whether 
they  go  to  jail  or  not." 

In  a  recent  article  in  the  Atlantic 
Monthly,  Agnes  E.  Meyer  describes 
•the  terrorixing  of  the  whole  school" 
cf  the  Paul  Junior  High  School  in  Wash¬ 
ington.  D.  C.  by  a  fourteen-year-old 
“Juvenile  holdup  man."  The  kid  got 
money  from  shake-downs  from  seventy 
students.  He  intimidated  the  whole 
school  with  the  long  knife  he  carried, 
and  with  his  record  of  beating  into  un¬ 
consciousness  any  who  refused  to  give 
him  money. 

Perhaps  even  more  disquieting  sre 
disclosures  from  Japan  where  our  G.I.’i 
are  exposed  to  conditions  which  ought  >

York  Horald  Tribun*  carried  the  head¬ 
line  “O.l, ’a  Label  Japan  Town  'Sex 
Circus'."  The  town  is  Ctiitose,  and  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Tribune,  this  boom,  mud 
•own  near  an  American  base  represents 
a  sickening  picture.  On  payday,  for 
approximately  15,000  G.I.’s,  there  were 
8,400  “pan  pan”  ( prostitute# )  awaiting 
Item  at  “The  Green  Cat,”  "The  Hurry 
Back  House,”  and  564  other  houses  of 
prostitution.  Sixty-six  beer  hills  and 
gaudy  cabarets  solicit  G.L  trade  Here, 
also,  morphine  and  heroin  were  offered 
•o  G.I.’s  at  less  than  a  dollar  a  shot. 
Marijuana  is  easier  to  get  and  cheaper 
•e  buy  than  American  cigarettes 
Over  against  this  sordid  picture,  one 
must  remember  to  respect  the  G.I.’a 
who  have  stood  true  to  the  best  Ameri- 
snn  ideals.  One  must  admire  the  good 
SOnduct,  in  spite  of  tough  conditions.
